Chairman is Dave Dillon, another of Canberra City’s 
leading lights, and vice-president is Angelo Stratmar- 
cos, president of Downer Olympic. 

, Nick Sarri (Olympic) is treasurer, and the board 
members so far are Arthur Huggins, Con Kourpanidis, 
Con Leon and George Karris. 

Two more board members are yet to be appointed. 

it was at Canberra City’s instigation that control of 
the Arrows passed over to Downer Olympic, which 
now is solely responsible for funding the PSL oper- 
Psbdtejal i 

Canberra City capitulated to the financial pressures 
and handed its 50% share in the Arrows to Olympic. 

Olympic, incidentally, continues to field a team in the 
ACT competition. 

Charlie Perkins said the Arrows were determined to 
fare better in the PSL next season. 

“Well look at players’ contracts at the and of the 
year, and we'll start sifting the wheat from the chaff- 
We definitely will not tolerate bludgers and we'll be ex-

“We'll also concentrate on promoting local young 
players, and relying less on imports.’ 

The PSL now includes five clubs controlled by the 
Greek community South Melbourne Hellas, West 
Adelaide Hellas, Sydney Olympic, Heidelberg-Alexan- 
der, and Canberra Arrows. The Italian community 
boasts four clubs — Adelaide City Juventus, Brisbane 
City, Marconi-Datsun and APIA-Leichhardt, so these 
two groups account for more than half the league clubs 
between them. 

Without them, where would soccer be?

As- 
sistant Coach Les Scheinflug, 
tour leader Kevin D’Arcy ane 
masseur Charlie Jurisic also 
had been left behind. 

Herr Gutendorf was on the 
warpath once more. 

Paton was told later that 
when Gutendorf saw the Hei- 
delberg United striker walking 
toward the bus he said out 
loud, ‘“He (Paton) does not run 
for ze bus.

He had been told 
that he would play most of the 
game on tour alongside Heidel- 
berg striking mate Gary Cole. 
The pair had had an amazing 
scoring run in club football 
during the domestic season 
which just had ended. Paton 
though found that he and Cole 
never were allowed to display 
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and Gary Cole hold up Heidebberg's trophy aft 
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The coaching merry-go-round 
has been in full swing again this 
year.

Footscray J.U.S.T.: Milenko Rusmir 
starts the season as coach, he’s replaced by 
Peter Jaksa who quits to be replaced by Jim 
Milne and Zdravko Jujic as joint player-coach- 
es, then Rusmir is re-appointed, but dropped 
again to make room for the return of Jaksa, 
while the clubs continues to negotiate for a 
coach from Yugoslavia — Mujo Ohranovic. 

Sydney Olympic: Doug Collins sacked, Lubo 
Gojkovic appointed until the end of the season, 
while negotiations continue with Tommy 
Docherty of Hellas. 

And yet this is supposed to be a major 
soccer competition in the country! What a 
joke!

Brazil made an unfortunate exit from the 
World Cup yet at the airport back home, the 
players were applauded and coach Tele San- 
fana was congratulated for the team’s won- 
derful performances. That is sport, and ac- 
ceptance of defeat Is sports realism. 

Here, one or two defeats can cost the coach 
his head, yet if Doug Collins for example, is 
sacked, then shouldn’t the committee also 
sack some of the players? They after all, play 
the game. 

I admire the strength shown by. president 
John Constantine in resigning over this and 
other issues. He has shown himself to be a 
man of dignity. 

It is unfortunate that men like he are forced 
out of the game, while the incompetents re- 
main.

I’ve been fascinated to read over 
recent weeks all the stories about 
whether or not we should start import- 
ing Brazilian coaches to cash in on the 
excitement Brazil created in the World 
Cup. 

“Soccer Action’’ columnist Andrew Dettre 
made the most intelligent comments last 
week in the article headed ‘‘Sadly the Samba 
just isn’t for us.”’ : 

Dettre pointed out that it’s quite unrealistic 
to try to import a style that doesn’t suit us. 

I want to pursue the subject in a little more 
depth. 

It’s obvious that advocates of the ‘Import 
Brazilians’’ drive haven't analysed the 
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cultural, climatic, and personality implica- 
tions. 

Relative standards of living, effects of in- 
dustrialisation, and urban conditions also 
must be taken into account when we talk of 
trying to emulate a style of play foreign to us. 

‘in many countries, tor example, urban con- 
ditions minimise the development of natural 
talent. Twenty or thirty years ago, when there 
was less urban development, you could pick up 
natural footballers from paddocks the way 
you pick cherries from a tree. Not so now, es- 
pecially in Australia. 

In Brazil however, such natural talent still 
is available. 

Many other countries, however, are stuck. 
Their supply of good footballers is being re- 
duced to a trickle and they haven’t com- 
pensated by taking a more scientific approach 
to the sport’s development. 

The West Germans have shown the way it 
should be done. They have developed a “‘Ger- 
man cocktail’ to suit the German tempera- 
ment — incorporating the arrogance, physical 
attributes and discipline inherent in the 
German character. But the style has been de- 
veloped only over the past 30 years, and it has 
been developed quite deliberately. It certainly 
differs vastly from the rough, tough approach 
the Germans had in the early fifties. 

Holland was a nation of water polo and 
chess but through discipline and organisation, 
the Dutch have set one of the highest coaching 
standards in the world. While our soccer 
people complain so often about the fact that 
our population of only 14 million limits our de- 
velopment, Holland has shown that it doesn’t 


really matter how big or small a country is. 

But getting back to the coaches. Let’s ana- 
lyse which environment suits the various dif- 
ferent types. 

Firstly, you'd have a hell of a job trying to 
find successful Brazilian or Argentinian 
coaches in Europe, especially in British-ori- 
entated countries. Such coaches are success- 
ful instead in surroundings familiar to them or 
suitable to their temperament. 

Evaristo is doing well in Qatar, Carlos Al- 
berto is in Kuwait where he has succeeded 
Zagalo, Rivelino’s in Saudi Arabia and Didi in 
Peru. 

While such coaches find it foreign to them 
to operate in Anglo-Saxon surroundings, it 
also works vice-versa. ; 

Don Revie went to the United Arab, Emi- 
rates in a blaze of publicity with millions of 
pounds in his pocket. But let’s face it, what 
have we heard about him since then? 

Dettmar Cramer of West Germany sim- 
ilarly could not gain success during his stint in 
Saudi Arabia. Perhaps the strict, rather clini- 
cal approach of the German did not suit the 
flamboyant, emotional Arabs. 

But the temperament of Yugoslav coaches 
on the other hand, is quite amenable to not 
only the Arabian character, but also to Latins 
and to Africans. Therefore, we've seen Yugos- 
lavs coaching successfully in Algeria, Zaire 
and Cameroon. 

As for players, where do South Americans 
go when they decide to try their luck abroad? 
Apart from Ardiles and Villa, most go Spain Or 
Italy. Why? Because both are countries of 
Latin character.

Tony Henderson and Murray 
Barnes told Gutendorf that if 
he sent Paton back to Austra- 
lia, he’d have to send the whole 
team back. 

“We decided to get up a peti- 
tion among ourselves to give to 
Sir Arthur George asking for 
Gutendorf's sacking," said 
Paton 

“But it never really got off 
the ground. A few of the young- 
er players didn't want to put 
their international careers on 
the line and Rudi was able to 
continue his reign of terror. 

“Look, all that man did was 
give Australian soccer plenty 
of headaches. He was an em- 
barrasment. He put people 
into situations from which 
they couldn't escape, 

“He came here, he sold him- 
seli to the right people, he 
made a lot of money then he 
pissed off.”” 

Paton's career has been 
highlighted by his four appear- 
ances for Australia in a time 
and climate when establishing 
yourself as a national team 
regular was as common as a 
smile on Malcolm Fraser's 
face. 

Paton makes no bones about 
his ideas on how soccer should 
be played. Heidelberg coach 
Len McKendry’s methods are 
right. It’s as simple as that. 
McKendry’s way is the only 
way. 

‘Heidelberg plays a passing 
game. We play to feet and we 
support. When we lose posses- 
sion we pressure the opposi- 
tion until we get the ball 
back,"* suid Paton. 

“I was over-in Scotland last 
Christmas and when I went to 
a few games and saw the sort 
of rubbish that was being 
dished up I knew why attend- 
ances have fallen so badly 
there recently. 

“Heidelberg would give 
some of Scotland’s Premier 
League sides a hell of a time. 
We could beat some of them, 
I’m sure.” 

- That's Paton at his blunt 
best. And he means it too. He’s 
not being big headed, he’s just 
telling you straight what he 
thinks. 

He's not tall and he's not the 
best header of a ball. That's 
probably why he never made it 
as a centre forward in his 
native Scotland but he also 
played in midfield and the 
right wing. It was in these 
positions that he attracted the 
attention of Glasgow Celtic, 
Rangers Partick Thistle and 
English giant Aston Villa. 
Nothing big eventuated though 
so Paton arrived in Australia 
in 1978 to play for Slavia which 
was in- Victoria's State League 
then. 

Paton was born in Glasgow 
in 1955. In that soccer crazy 

. City you don’t take long to 
make up your mind which side 
of the fence you're on — 
Rangers’ side or Celtic’s 


“I could have gone to Celtic 
youths dozens of times but I 
was only a young kid and a 
mad Rangers supporter. There 
Was NO Way anyone was going 
to get a green and white 
stripe on my back,’ said 
Paton. 


His school soccer days were 

- spent at London Road Primary 

and Riverside Senior Secon- 

dary. He played with the Boys’ 

Brigade next,.then joined 
Queens Park youths.

Okay, he thought, you want 
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tuer side in the Scottish or 
English Leagues. 

Queens Park completely 
dominated the formative 
years of Scottish soccer. 
Founded on July 9, 1867, it is 
Scotldnd’s oldest serving 
senior league club and before 
the turn of the century it had 
won the Scottish Cup a stagge- 
ring 10 times. 

Queens Park started its 
amazing cup success with a 
hat-trick of wins in 1874, 75 
and 76. It repeated the feat in 
1880, BI and 82 and won again 
in 1884, 86, 90 and 93. That last 
win, in 1893 was to be Queens 
Park's last major trophy. 

Queens Park is the only 
Scottish club to have played in 
an English F.A. Cup final 
Twice in fact, in 1884 and 1885. 
On both occasions it met 
Blackburn Rovers and lost, the 
only time the same two clubs 
have contested successive 
English F.A. Cup finals. 

Perhaps the greatest 
moment in this proud club’s 
history came in 1872 when the 
first ever international be- 
tween Scotland and England 
was held. All 11 Scotland 
players that afternoon came 
from Queens Park. 

The Hampden Park based 
club didn't concede a goal in 
the first seven years of com- 
petition! And another two 
years passed before it even- 
tually lost a match. 

But after losing to Celtic in 
the 1900 Scottish Cup Final 
Queens Park gradually took on 
a less dominant role in Scot- 
tish soccer. [ts three claims to 
fame since have been Second 
Division championships. 

When Paton joined, Queens 
Park was struggling near the 
foot of Second Division.

Tommy Duncan was coach. 
Queens Park didn't have a 
Manager. Not part of the 
club’s tradition! 

Duncan was nicknamed 
“The Lamp"’. He had only one 
eye. He was replaced by 
former Partick Thistle player 
and manager David McPar- 
land who had had a dispute 
with the Thistle directors over 
the choice of his assistant 
coach. 

McParland soon set about 
revamping Queens Park. -He 
got rid of many older players 
and wanted to concentrate on 
youth. The young Paton was 
the only player in the third 
team to be retained. Paton’s 
rise to senior player status 





* was rapid. 


“I went into the second 
team, played about three 
games, then went into the first 
team. 

“I remember playing a full 
game in the third team, then 
playing the second half against 
Clyde in the reserves on the 
same day. 






playing for 


right winger in those days. 
McParland planned to use me 
in midfield in the first team 
but at first I played wide and 
deep on the right, hugging the 
line most of the time. 

“In one of my three first 
team seasons | played in every 
position except centre half and 
goalkeeper. But if anything 
happened to our keeper I was 
the stand-by. 

“J was carrying on in goal at 
the start of a training session, 
pulling off these acrobatic 
saves and McParland saw me, 
so he told me that if anything 
every happened to the regular 
keeper | was to take his 
place.” 

With the recently introduced 
one-substitute rule in the PSL, 
Heidelberg coach Len McKen- 
dry probably is the luckiest 
coach in the league having 
someone like Paton in his side. 

McParland left after three 
years to take over as manager 
of Ceitic and current Brisbane 
Lions coach Joe Gilroy took 
over. 

Queens Park’s amateur 
Status meant that none of its 
players was registered with 
the Scottish F.A. The players 
received only travelling ex- 
penses and always were open 
to offers from _ professional 
clubs. 

During McParland’s term at 
Queens Park, Paton attracted 
the attention of some big 
clubs. 


Partick Thistle approached 
him and McParland heard of 
the move. He called Paton into 
his office the night after Thist- 
le’s approach. He told Paton 
that Thistle wasn't good 
enough for him and that he 
should stay with Queens till 
the end of the season, then 
McParland would see that a 
big club signed him. 

““At the end of the season 
nothing happened,’’ said 
Paton. 

“The following season [ 
heard that Celtic were inter- 
ested. The woman who lived 
across the road from us in 
Glasgow worked in the office 
at Parkhead, Celtic's home 
ground. She told me that Celtic 
boss Jock Stein had been to 
watch my last two games.”’ 


Nothing came of it though. 
Then Rangers started to take 
an interest. 

“I had a blinder for Queens 
in a Glasgow Cup game 
against Rangers and they ap- 
proached Queens the next day, 
‘wanting to sign me. I was still 


a teenager and McParland- 


called me into his office. He 
asked me if I really wanted to 
play for Queens. I said yes. So 
he picked up the phone, rang 
Rangers. and told them to 
forget it, I wouldn’t move.” 

When McParland went to 
Celtic as manager, Paton 
thought that his former coach 
might sign him. Queens played 
Celtic on Boxing Day. Before 
the game a scout from Aston 
Villa told Paton that Celtic 
would approach him after the 
game but he wasn’t to agree 
immediately to sign. He 
should hold off for a week. 
Villa really was keen. 


In the first minute of that 
game Celtic’s Paul Wilson and 
Paton tackled hard. Wilson fell 
heavily on top of Paton’s knee. 
Paton had to be replaced at 
half time. His chance of going 
to Celtic of Villa was blown. 

Disillusioned about soccer 
in Scotland, Paton listened ea- 
gerly to former Slavia and 
Frankston City defender 
Frank Thomson who was in 
Glasgow on holiday. Thomson 


sign for Slavia. 

“I didn’t even know the PSL 
existed when I came here in 
1978,"” said Paton. 

“The standard of State 
League then wasn't far behind 
what I had been used to but 
having to take your boots and 
other gear to training and 
matches was novel. Back 
home I just used to get on my 
club blazer and tie and turn up 
for the game. 

“Tt was at Slavia that I met 
Len McKendry and undoubt- 
edly he's been the major in- 
fluence on me as a player. 

“He took a few sessions at 
Slavia in his capacity as Vic- 
torian Director of Coaching 
and he suggested te our coach, 
Harry Chalkitis, that I be 
switched from playing wide on 
the right into the central stri- 
king position as a target man. 
That’s when I started to score 
a few goals.”” 

Paton scored 17 league goals 
that Season and was the lead- 
ing scorer in State League. At 
Slavia, he became a close 
friend of team mate John 
Yzendoorn. 

It was on McKendry’s 
recommendation to then Hei- 
delberg president Jim Mang- 
opoulos that Paton and Yzen- 
doorn moved to Heidelberg 
early in 1979 for $22,000. Slavia 
received another $2,000 after 
the duo played for Australia. 

Paton found that the pace of 
PSL was faster than State 
League but he discovered that 
he was given much more time 
on the ball. 


John Margaritis was coach- 
ing Heidelberg when Paton 
joined. They clashed at their 
very first training session. 

‘John wanted me to play 
wide and I disagreed, so I sat 
on the bench for a few weeks. 


“During that time John 
Margaritis left and Manny 
Poulakakis took over. Manny 
kept me on the bench, saying 
that I was to be his secret 
weapon. His play was for Andy 
Bozikas, Gary Cole and 
Branko Buljevic to tire out the 
opposition in the first half. 
Then Manny told me that he 
would bring me on In the 
second half to finish them off. 


“As a man, Manny was a 
great gentleman. I never rated 
him as a coach though. 


“Manny was there until the 
start of 1980. He resigned or 
was sacked. I don’t know 
which but Len eventually took 
over. 

“What we did in that year 
was incredible. We were run- 
ner-up in the Philips Cup, 
Ampol Cup and the PSL and 
we won the grand final. 


‘“‘Not re-employing the: 
coach was crazy. Len and the 
committee couldn't come to 
terms so Len left. Manny re- 
turned for a short spell at the 
start of 1981." 


Paton got into hot water 
during pre-season training in 
1981. Poulakakis was on holi- 
day and Ollie Norris was in 
charge. Norris and Paton 
didn’t see eye-to-eye. 


“Training with Ollie Norris 
was a farce. We were doing 
these exercises which in my 
opinion had nothing to do with 
playing soccer. 

Slowly he's returning to his 
best. Who knows, there may be 
a goal or two in store for the 
little Scot in the Philips Cup 
final. 

It would be a major achieve- 
ment to play in a winning Cup 
final side. But the bitterness 
over his brief flirtation with

Constantine and 
Collins go, 
bye bye Doc? 


John Constantine has resigned, Doug 
Collins has been sacked, Lubo Gojkovic is 
temporarily Olympic’s coach, and South 
Melbourne Hellas wants money from 
Olympic to part with Tommy Docherty. 


Hellas president Sam Papasavas said before leaving for a 
holiday in Greece, that if Docherty joins Olympic next year, 
Olympic would have to buy out his contract, just as Preston 
North End bought out Docherty’s contract with Olympic last 


year. 


Papasavas did not say how much his club would seek. 
Neither did he confirm or deny that Docherty would join 


Olympic next year. 


Docherty however, was in Sydney to talk with Constaritine 
last week, about the same time that Constantine resigned 


from the Olympic presidency. 


Constantine had asked Collins to see out the remaining four 
weeks of the season, despite Collin's anger over the Docherty 
rumors. Collins had agreed, even though he previously had 


threatened to quit. 


Olympic’s board however, decided on Monday of last week 


to ask Collins to step down. 


“That was the last of several issues which caused me to 


resign,’ Constantine said. 


‘There are several other matters but I don’t want to elabo- 
rate on them. Quite simply, other people have different ideas 


about how to run a club.” 


Asked whether the problems had to do with the form of the 
team, Constantine said: ‘'No, I've had running battles with 
board members for months, even when we were on top of the 


ladder, and still in the top four." 


He said the arguments were over matters of administration 


and finance. 


*‘l see the club now being at the crossroads. Either it imple- 
ments modern administration or reverts back to what it has 


been.”* 


Constantine's vice-president Dr. John Parissis also resign- 
ed. He was asked by the board to take over from Constantine, 
but he declined, saying that he held the same views as Con- 


stantine.

I, for one, welcomed the es- 
tablishment of the late, unla- 
mented ASF Marketing Com- 
pany, hoping for the dawning 
of an era of professionalism in 
the promotion, marketing and 
administration of soccer. 

Even I had to face up to that 
venture’s miserable failure 
after some time had elapsed. 

Now I once again welcome 
the advent of professionals 
into the marketing and promo- 
tion of the sport we all love. 

Consolidated Royce, your 
company, represents a new 
start, at least for the Philips 
League.

e@ Make sure your company 
does not fall into the trapwhich 
ensnared ASF Marketing. Do 
not tailor your advice to the 
soccer people to fit in with 
their pet perceptions. Be pro- 
fessional, even if your advice 
is not comfortable for the PSL 
big-wigs to listen to. 


© Be businesslike. Indulge in a 
bit of market research, exam- 
ine what is on offer in the 
sports entertainment market, 
do not chase rainbows and 
imaginary hordes of ‘‘closet 
soccer fans'’. Most important, 
try to reverse the trend of 
alienation which has per- 
meated the captive market of 
millions of ethnic Australians. 
They are a growing segment of 
our population and the lifeb- 
lood of the sport in Australia 
Ethnics seek to be catered to 
— not used and then discarded 
as an embarrassment! 


e Do educate the league’s_ 


members on the proper role of 
the media. We are not paid to 
be the public relations agents 
of individuals or clubs; you 


ure. Explain thal the medias 
role is to report the news and 
comment gn it 

e Let's try to create an atmos- 
phere on which the media is 
recognised as an equal partner 
in the affairs of soccer, rather 
than a worrisome intrusion 
into sporting politics. 

e Eliminate the belief preva- 
lent in some circles that only 
the daily Press, with its fairly 
miserable proportion of space 
devoted to soccer, matters. 
Members of the specialist 
soccer and ethnic media are 
not second class citizens, but 
often are treated as such when 
it comes to finding out about 
Press functions, or the alloca- 
tion of seats at games. No 
wonder they — WE! — get 
cynical. 

If these points are taken 
note of and an educational 
process gets under way, then 
the media can become full 
partners in the promotion of 
soccer as a major sport. 

We will do our bit if we re- 
ceive respect, co-operation 
and see that the actions of the 
National Soccer League man- 
agement and Consolidated 
Royce are geared to reality 
and not aiming at pies in the 
sky.

There, in the room, 
sal or stood, in awed silence, 
some 30 men many of whom 
have spent half a lifetime in 
soccer, and now forced — tou- 
jours la poltesse — to Jisten in 
anguished silence to all that in- 
nocent (?) doublespeak. 

Have you any background in 
the game, somebody asked 
“You don't need Knowledge of 
soccer to market it,’ said Con- 
solidated Royce. O'course not; 
we have heard that, too, be- 
fore. If the worst comes to 
worst, well elect him ASF 
president 

On the wall hunge a thing, 
covered with drape. ‘‘Please 
could somebody take it off,” 
Royce asked and somebody 
did, as if unveiling a long-lost 
Cezanne painting. The thing 
revealed itself A neatly -pre- 
pared tableau with the heading 
“Unique Sponsorship Oppor- 
tunity.” 

The old PSL logo has been 
modified, with the Phillips 
name painted oul. 

Then the spiel, appealing to 
major companies to please 
come forward, take advantage 
of this unique opportunity of 
getting about a million bucks’ 
worth of exposure for a mere 
$400,000 p.a. 

Later the very same ap- 
peared in ads causing, no 
doubt, havoc with the stock ex- 
chunges 

Less than a year ago we 
went through a similar, though 
much more professionally- 
Staged seance when ASF Mar- 
keting presented its research 
findings and recommendations 
in two volumes 

Whatever happened to 
ASFM, the volumes, the 
recommendations? Has any- 
body even read them apart 
from the Press in that Boule- 
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Mal Harrop (standing) of Consolidated Roy 
Papasavas at the Melbourne press conference.

vard Hotel lock-up? 

Why, oh, why ts it necessary 
lo engage a PR company with- 
out the slightest knowledge of 
the game to find a sponsor? 

Couldn't the ASF or PSL 
office have drawn up a similar 
advertisement and save any 
possible commission pay- 
ments? 

Wasn't Philips obtained pri- 
vately, over dinner and a 
bottle of Pinot Noir? And if 
such business tycoons as 
Arthur George, Frank Lowy, 
Alex Pongrass, Andrew Lede- 
rer, Nick Papallo and others 
couldn't get a sponsor through 
their own channels, why Con- 
solidated Royce? 

POSTSCRIPT: All this may 
sound critical, cynical, sardo- 
nic and negative. In one word: 
knocking. And itis just that. 

Having sat through an 
untold number of similar 
‘presentations’ over the 
years, I have a right to ques- 
tion the validity and 
correctness of soccer's ap- 
proach to its ancient prob- 
lems. 

We talk about millions and 
dynamic marketing and unpar- 
alleled public awareness — 
then we draw 800 to a Philips 
Cup semi-final and less than 
708 to three PSL matches on 
August 8.

It was all very businesslike, Mal Harrop sounded authoritative 
and Sam Papasavas put on a brave face, but instead of being 
knocked out by this so-called ‘‘aggressive sponsorship cam- 
paign,”’ I for one sensed more than a hint of desperation about it 


all. 
Consolidated Royce Public Relations Pty Ltd, of which Harrop 
is an executive, has been engaged by the PSL to find a new spon- 


sor. 


It is only a matter of weeks before the six-year relationship 
between the league and Philips Industries is due to cease. 
And so the money has to come from somewhere else — at least 


$375,000 a year on current costs. 


Finding that money is the task of Consolidated Royce. 
The league has tried many avenues, all of which proved to be 


dead ends. 


Without a sponsor, affiliation fees for PSL clubs will rise next 
season — perhaps to about $30,000 each. In addition, they may 


have to pay an extra amount towards air fares. 


Regionalisation of the league was named as one of the league's 
“forward plans under consideration,” ina Press release associ- 


ated with the launching of the sponsorship drive. 


The forces favoring regionalisation remain strong, but league 
chairman Papasavas was adamant it would not happen next sea- 


son, even if the league doesn’t get a sponsor. 


It was all part of his brave face, for Papasavas realises better 
than anyone the financial advantages of regionalisation. If in- 
deed, no sponsor is found, even he may come out in support of 


league restructuring. 


Harrop, however, believes there is a ‘'60-40"’ chance of signing 
up a new sponsor in time for the league’s presentation night in 


Sydney on September 7. 


The league's total budget for 1983 is just over $800,000 and any 
new sponsor would be asked to contribute at least half.

Breitner: remote, 
moody, arrogant 


Paul Breitner, the rebel who split with the 
West German national team ‘’forever’’, was 
back at the heart of the side which lost the 
final against Italy in the World Cup. 


Breitner turned the clock back in the heart-stopping semi-final 
against France in Seville when he calmly, almost casually, 
chipped home in the penalty shoot-out to help see the West 
Germans into the final. 

It evoked memories of the 1974 final in Munich when, as a 
junior member of a star-studded West German team, he had the 
nerve to take the penalty which enabled his side to draw level 
against the Netherlands on its way to a 2-1 victory. 

Eight years on, Breitner has changed from an adventurous 
overlapping left back into a forceful midfield general, driving 
himself and his team-mates tirelessly onward. 

The one reminder of his left-back days is the number three on 
his World Cup shirt, the number he superstitiously hoped would 
be lucky again and make him the first non-Brazilian in two victor- 
ious World Cup final teams since the war. 

The German campaign was fraught with setbacks and con- 
troversy, and Breitner was branded in a Spanish newspaper as 
“the real Attilla (of) the barbaric Germans" for the way he regis- 
tered his team's annoyance for the two-hour delay in its night- 
flight back from Seville to Madrid. 

Breitner, uncompromising on and off the pitch, was the target 
of much criticism heaped on the West Germans as they lumbered 
through the opening round. 

But the 30-year-old Bavarian came into his own in the heigh- 
tened tension of the second round, playing a major part in eng- 
endering the 2-1 win over Spain which was to prove decisive for 
the progress to the semi-finals. 

Yet not long ago, Breitner's presence in the side would have 
been quite unthinkable. When the West Germans were flounde- 
ring in Argentina in their disastrous bid to retain the trophy he 
was still at loggerheads with the national soccer federation hier- 
archy 

The animosity was mutual. Breitner’s rebel image, from his 
reading of Mao to his hirsute appearance, encouraged detractors 
in their view that he was a trouble-making upstart. 

Breitner’s ‘‘never again” lasted nearly six years, until April 
last year when he returned to the West German side for its 2-0 
World Cup qualifying group victory over Austria. 

Manager Jupp Derwall, who has crossed with Breitner when he 
was assistant to Helmut Schoen, had been reconciled with the 
Bayern Munich star, a union as ideologically improbable as one 
between the White House and the Kremlin. 

The wheel had turned full circle. Breitner had returned to the 
Bundesliga with Eintracht Braunschweig in 1977 after his stint in 
Spain with Real Madrid which enabled him to escape the con- 
strictions of football at home. 

A year later he returned to Bayern Munich, a club he had bit- 
terly criticised after he left it the first time, and finally he played 
again for West ahing f 

Bayern team-mate Karl-Heinz Rumminigge signalled Breit- 
her’s international return when he said, in backing it during the 

' “mini World Cup” in Montevideo 18 months ago: ‘‘What we need 
is a central personality.”

cotland, USSR 
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Scotland and the USSR entered the World 
Cup with high expectations but made their exit 
after losing only one game each. So too did 
Italy but Italy won the Cup.

NSW State League strikers John Galic 
and Paul iGrwan seem destined to become 
big names in Australian soccer during the 
next few years. 


Kirwan, an irishman, plays on the left wing for Blacktown 
City while Galic is a roving striker with Croatia. 

The asset which makes these two players stand out among 
other good State League strikers is their speed. 

Kirwan, particularly has blistering pace off the mark. 

His return from a long injury is making a big difference to 
Blacktown as it challenges for the title which some weeks ago 
Croatia seemed to have in its grasp. 

I first came across Kirwan when I played an early season 
game at sweeper for Bankstown against Blacktown. 

He gave our full back Steve Blackburn a torrid time and 1 
was forced to give very very close cover to the full back, but 
found that I was unable to contain Kirwan either. 

Kirwan was just one of the reasons which caused me to 
curtail my playing career with Bankstown. 

However, watching him in action against Auburn recently 
when he led the defence a merry dance made me realise just 
what a great dribbler this boy is. 

He can carry the ball with either foot and is very sharp with 
his sleight of foot and even sharper once he gets past you. 

He is smaller in style to South Melbourne Hellas’ George 
Campbell, but is so much faster. 

He is the quickest player over five or six yards that I have 
seen for a long time. 

Croatia's John Galic also is very explosive off the mark, 
but it is over 15 to 20 yards that you notice his great pace. 

Watching him in action recently against Canterbury, play- 
ing alongside ex-St. George striker Peter Hensman, he looked 
even faster than Hensman who ts one of the fastest runners in 
the country. 

Galic was promoted into the Crotia firsts about three 
months ago and had held a regular place ever since despite 
the presence on the bench of former Sydney City striker Mark 
Trenter 

Young Galic still has the raw enthusiasm about his play and 
u youngster’s fearlessness, which makes me worry for his 
legs at times. 

He sometimes does not receive the ball as comfortably as 
he would like and his finishing is rather erratic. 

In this regard he is similar to Tony Bush of Sutherland, 
another very fast striker. 

However, young Galic has it over Bush in that he is new to 
State League, whereas the Sutherland boy has played in first 
grade for several years, even though he is still relatively 

oung. 
, Galic has a touch of star quality about him. 

He can turn players very well and also has a variation of 
feints which work well with his direct dribbling style. 

Kirwan and Galic are as fast as Peter Sharne, but both of 
them have a greater array of skills than Sharne. 

Both are exellent kickers of a ball, the major weakness 
which prevented Sharne from reaching dizzy heights in Aus- 
tralian soccer. 

l rate Kirwan a better player than Sharne right at this mo- 
ment. 

indeed, he would hold a place on the left wing in any team 
in the country. 

His one failing, which I observe from a distance, is a hot 
headedness which gives one the impression he would be easy 
to upset. 

If he can get on top of that he will make a big impact here 
over the next few years. ;

Victorian coaching director 


will struggle to maintain a 
high standard of coaching. 

Unless you travel, watch 
soccer, talk to other coaches, 
discuss ideas and keep up with 
developments in the game, you 
will not reach the top of the 
coaching tree. 

With the season reaching its 
final stages, many coaches 
and players look forward to a 
break so they can come back 
rejuvenated for the following 
season. 

A large percentage of them 
will return with the same 
ideas to help equip their 
players for the job. Where are 
the fresh ideas, which, with a 
little time and effort they 
could have equipped them- 
selves with, during the close 
season? 

Coaching courses for all 
levels are conducted through- 
out the close season and these 
courses provide an opportunity 
to develop the fresh ideas by 
learning from the instructor 
and by involvement with other 


* coaches or would-be coaches 


during the course. 

Teaching is a skili which has 
to be learned over a long 
period, so why should it be any 
different with coach- 
es? Coaches must bear in 
mind that they are coaching 
people and not just passing on 
information about soccer to 
them. 

The courses from level one 
to level three cater for the 
needs of all. 

Many junior coaches have 
little or no background in the 
game but find themselves re- 
sponsible for teams. 

A level one course will show 
them how to become a good or- 
ganiser without being put in 
the precarious position of 
having to demonstrate the 
skills. 

Obviously, ex-players who 
can demonstrate will find 
coaching easier and this, com- 
bined with good organisation, 
will greatly benefit young 
players. 

Level two is a preliminary 
course and a continuation of 
the above with a breakdown of 
each particular technique, 
with information on how to 
coach those techniques to play- 
ers. Most players or ex- 
players can demonstrate the 
techniques but on the course 
they will learn to break down 
and teach what they are dem- 


anctrating ta nlavarc : 





A good mathematician is not 

necessarily a good maths 
teacher so equally a good 
player is not necessarily a 
good coach. 

This particular course is a 
pass/fail course but whether a 
coach passes or fails there is 
no doubt he/she will learn 
more about the game. 

Level three is a senior 
course which mainly shows 
coaches how to deal with 
groups of players. The game is 
built on the principles of 
attack and defence. This 
course will show coaches how 
to apply those principles to 
their teams. It will also show 
coaches how to perform func- 
tions on individual players in 
reference to their position on 
the field, i.e. full back, central 
striker etc. 

It is my experience that a 
number of well-known players 
or ex-players have developed a 
fear complex about coaching 
courses. 

I believe the reason is 
purely because they feel they 
might tarnish their reputation 
in the game because they have 
to put themselves on show on 
the course, 

they cannot be allowed to 
go through a coaching career 
purely on the evidence of press 
clippings. 

Everybody is in the same 
position and everybody learns 
from each other's plusses or 


minuses when performing a - 


coaching session. 

Well-known personalities 
who have attended courses 
over the years include, John 
Gardiner (currently a staff 
coach), Jim Rooney, Pan Ban- 
non, John Yzendoorn, Steve 
Short, John Kennedy, Bob 
McLachlan, Jim Williams, 
etc. etc. 

Those same people broad- 
ened their knowledge of the 
game considerably and are 
now, along with other coaches, 
actively engaged in passing on 
their experiences to players 
with more expertise than they 
could otherwise have done. 

Courses will be held 
throughout the close season. 
Level one is a good step for the 
less experienced people in the 
pame. Level two is a must in 
the system as a pass on this 
course is necessary before a 
coach can attempt a level 
three course.
